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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-6, 9, 10, and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Dal 
Ferro WO 02/096782. 

See details of rejection in previous Office Action. 

RE the groove discussion, Webster's Ninth Collegiate Dictionary defines groove as "a 
long narrow channel OR depression ". In this case the Dal Ferro reference contains more of a 
depression in which the blade fits. Therefore the argument with respect to the current claims and 
the term "groove" is no longer relevant. 

3. Claims 1-7 and 9-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Schultz 
USP 4,105,109. 

See the attached marked up drawing figures 1, 2, 4, and 5 of Schultz depicting the 
claimed features. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 8 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Schultz. 
Schultz teaches the claimed invention as outlined above, however, Schultz fails to teach 

his blade being wider than his groove or the welding of his blade to the groove. It would have 
been an obvious matter of design choice as to the width of the blade based on its strength 
characteristics and the conveyor belt width it is scraping. It also would have been an obvious 
matter of design choice as to the type of connection which is used to connect the blade to the 
groove. Bolt connections as taught by Schultz or welding connections as taught by the applicant 
are both old and well known and would depend on the desired connection and the force placed 
on the blade as to which connection is chosen.
